Cheyrier Condemns 
Obstdclès To Truth 

Ottawa. —(Special)— False ideas 
in philosophy, science, . political 
economy and theology today make 
the teaching of truth at a univer- 
sity difficult Transpgrt Minister 
Lionel Chevrier said last Friday at 
the University of Ottawa. 

He went on, to say that .Commu- 
nism and allied ideas had encroach- 
ed on those educational fields so 
closely that it was hard for a stu- 
dent to tell what was tfutb and 
what was falsehood.. ..... 

"And," he went OlC "it is essen- 
tial that our yoiing.'gràâuates know 
how ; to dUttoguîshi.jbe'ti^ft^^rigbt 
and wrong, ' trùth'^'ànd ' ettOtP^f^' 

The role of any university was to 
teach the truth and . to ' overcome 
the obstacles to its dissemination, 
Mr Chevrier" related......; 

Another role,'he said, meant, that 
a university, had. to give students 
a good general libet-al arts educa- 
tion. 

''The accent ' today seems to be 
strongly in favor of specialization," 
he stated, "but though good, it can 
be . overdone." The University of 
Ottawa was holdjngV the middle- 
way between specialization : on the 
one hand and the arts and human- 
ities on the other. For doing «0 it 
deserved the highest commenda- 
tion, he said. <
